To those who bought, built, or converted U.S. sets to foreign TV DX: 
Don't throw out your set when the F2 is over. DXing of these stations is 
entirely possible by multi-hop Es, especially during the last week of 
June, And you'll see much less ghosting and possibly good sound and pix at 
the seme time! 

Looking for more UHF selectivity? A TV set is made to pick up wide 
bands. But an FM radio is made to pick out an FM radio channel. So for a 
strong, selective UHF TV audio receiver use a UHF TV converter, a good LC 
filter, a tuned preamp, and an FM receiver or 87.8 or 89.0 MHz (see drawing 
for block diagram). With this kind of receiver you can hear the weakest or 
channel 19's next door to WXON-20's transmitter.

As promised, here's more of a rundown on Bob Umhoefer's receiving 
gear: "The Bearcat 250 is coupled to an Antenna Specialist's tri-band 
antenna with a Realistic (Gavin Electronics) amplifier and pre-amp set- 
up. Just over 50! of RG58/U wire is used for the hook-up. The Tennelec 
MCP-1 and one of the Realistic Pro-77 scanners are hooked up to an 
Antenna Specialist!s Hi/Lo band ground plane antenna through another 
Realistic (Gavin Electronics) amplifier/preamp. set-up, with once again 
about 50! of RG58/U wire. The signal is split to the two sets through a 
0-900 MHz splitter. The other Realistic Pro-77 and the Realistic Pro-28 
are hooked up to another Antenna Specialist's Hi/Lo band ground plane 
antenna, using just over 30' of RG58/U wire and an Antenna Specialist's 
MON-26 preamp. The signal is split in this case through the use of CB 
antenna splitter put out by Gold Electronics. All of the aforementioned 
antennas are mounted to either the roof of our house or its attached 
garage, The Lafayette Micro-P50 tunable is operating off of its own 
antenna attached to the back of the set. (This was the set that started 
4t all, many years ago.)" 7 

To round it all out this month, we continue our comments from West 
Germany's A.H. Wie3e: "I told you of my DX-device? Well, I'm using a 
14 element yagi (12 aB gain) with preamplifier on a German-made rotor 
(Stolle multimatic). My DX receiver is a Grundig Satellit 3400. You 
don't know it? Look at their ad on page 43 in the '79 edition of WRTVH. 
It's a very fine receiver; I was able to tune in AFN-Frankfurt on 98.7 
although on 98.5 there's a very strong outlet of the Bavarian network 
(3rd program), located at nearby Wendelstein, I'm planning to install a 
better preamplifier (with a 5/N ratio of better than 1 dB). I expect with 
this one my receiver will explode with stations never heard before. Till 
now, I've logged 112 FM stations."

NATIONAL PUBLIC RABIO'S 


SATELLITE INTERCONNECTION 
SYSTEM yrs uot 


Ever since National Public Radio began its first AT&T landline service 
in 1971, they looked for a better way to distribute programming in high 
quality on a national scale. AT&T could not, and still camot, provide 
frequency response better than about 100 Hz to 5 kHz and a signal-to-noise 
ratio of lO to 45 db without great capital expense. Harmonic distortion 
often exceeds 2 percent. NPR took to distributing music programs, mostly 
of the classical and jazz genres, by duplicating stereo tapes and mailing 
them to member stations. 

In the late 70's, NPR gathered researchers, design experts, and cor- 
porate R&D departments and came up with a satellite distribution system. 
Flexibility and quality were stressed. NPR wanted the ability to distrib- 
ute programs in both mono and stereo, and, should the need arise, in quad. 
It also wanted the ability to originate programs from cities other than 
Washington, where NPRts technical center and studios are located. A l2- 
channel system was proposed, capable of transmitting up to l2 mono or six 
stereo programs simultaneously. The bargaining power of the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting was used to help NPR contract for the use of part 
of transponder 2 on Westar I, one of Western Union's domestic tele-~ 
ee satellites. It orbits the earth in the plane of the equator 
at Te 

Onpaiteds quality would have to be as good as or better than that 
offered by FM broadcast stations which, by and large, make up NPR's member- 
ship list. Taking this and flexibility requirements into account, designers 
decided on a single-channel-per-carrier system (SCPC). Each carrier can be 
transmitted to the satellite individually, and each may in fact be trans- 
mitted from a different city and still be received with equal quality any- 
where in the country. The carriers used to carry programming use a peak 
deviation of 75 kHz, the same as thaf used in FM broadcast. To keep noise 
to a minimum, each channel's audio signal is pre-emphasized and compressed 
by a ratio of 3 to 1 at the transmitting end and de-emphasized and expanded 
by a ratio of 1 to 3 upon reception. This provides a total dynamic rango of 
about 80 db, larger than that of virtually any FM station. This is achieved 
in spite of the high noise floor received after the }0,000-mile-plus round 
trip to Westar, where the path loss is typically over 100 db. ‘the received

NPR's SATELLITE INTERCONNECT ION SYSTEM 


The modulators and demodulators are equipped only with 12-position 
thumbwheels marked with the channel numbers. A programmable-read~only 
memory in each unit provides the necessary local-oscillator fr uency for 
recely: or transmitting on the desired chamel. Each of the 210 receive 
only (RO) statione is equipped with four such demodulaters, providing for 
similtaneous reception of up to two stereo or four mono: programs. AMN-FM 
combination stations are provided with eight demodulatoys, as are PM-FM 
co-owned pairs (like WFPL and WFPK). The only other items required for an 
RO site are a |.5-meter-reflector an » a low-noise lifier (a broad- 
band SHF device), and a downconverter. The 4.5S-meter is usually 
located in the backyard of the NPR member station. At some sites, such as 
in major cities, the antenna and related equipment mst be located as far 
ag several miles from the station's studios, interconnected by a microwave 
link or by local, 15 kHs telephone lines. In those cases, stations have 
remote control of their demdnlators and other equipment at the remote sito. 
In a few cases, where an NPR member station and a PBS television station 
are near each other, the existing PBS ere | dish is used since it, too, 
is pointed at Westar I. ‘The RO antemas at NPR stations are capable of 
being pointed at Westar II in case of catastrophic failure in Westar I. 

In addition to the Main Origination Terminal near Washington, which is 
capable of transmitting on all 12 channels at once, sixteen major public 
radio stations are provided with uplink transmitters. Three are in the 
west, at KUSC, Los Angeles; KQED~FM, San Francisco and KUOW Seattle. One 
is in the Rockies, at KCFR, Denver. Seven aro in the midwest, at WHEZ, 
Chicago; KSJN-AM-FM, Mirmeapolis; KCUR, Kansas City; KUT, Austin; 
WKAR-AM-FM, East Lansing, MI; WOI-AM-FM, Ames, IA and wauc, Cincinnati. 
There are two in the northeast, at WNYC-AN-FM, Now York and at WOBE-FM 
Boston. And there are three in the southeast, at WABE, Atlanta; WIR, 
Columbia, SC and WPSU, Tallahassee, FL. These receive-tranmit (RT) sites 
are equipped with two program channel modulators, two SEF upconverters, and 
two 100—watt travel ing-wave~tube or lifiers. The sam antenna is 
used in all cases for both receiv and transmitting since the frequencies 
involved are 2225 MHz apart and will not interfere with each other with 
proper filtering. . 

The period of transition from landlines to satellite will take 
slightly over one year. Field crews travel from station to station, 
installing equipment and making performance checks. As each RO site passes 
its acceptance tests, the equipment is turned over to radio station per= 
sonnel. At this point, the station has 30 days until its landline service 
is disconnected and 60 days until its miled-tape service is discontinued. 
All programs thereafter will arrive by satellite. The first station to - 
have this honor was KLCC, Eugene, OR. 

In order to minimize weather-related installation problems, stations 
in the Pacific Northwest and in Alaska were converted to satellite first, 
before the winter of 1979-80. Construction and installation work proceeded 
across the northern tier of the country from west to east, and is now head- 
ed the opposite way across the southern half. By the time you read this, 
approximately 150 of the 210 RO sites will be completed and in use. 

With the advent of satellite interconnection, NPR added a Distribution 
Division to handle scheduling and time booking because not all programs 
appearing on the satellite system originate at NPR. ‘The "Wational Program 
Service" originates mostly in Washington or is produced in the field by NPR 
crews. ‘The tended Program Service" is a sort of “common carrier® for 
use by any independent producer or distributor of public radio programing. 
Such a producer may, or may not, be an employee of an NPR member station. 
The producer 1s charged a fee for the labor involved in satellite trans- 
mission, plus a small fee for the satellite time used and is guaranteed 
distribution to all of NPR's members. The only thing the producer mst do 
is deliver the program to one of the 17 uplink sites, either by shipp. a 
tape or by leasing a phone line of whatever quality he or she can afford. 
It is also now a simple matter for producers of NPR programs like "all . 
Things Considered” or "Morning Edition" to acquire an attuality feed from a 
major city. If the NPR Chicago news bureau wants to feed something to 
Washington, it sends it down a short phone line to the WBEZ uplink. All 
the recording room in Washington has to do is to roll a tape recorder con- 
nected to a satellite receiver and make a copy. Another advantage of the

NPR's SATELLITE INTERCONNECTION SYSTEM (continued from page 7) 


satellite system is the choice it gives to local prosram directors. If a 
United Nations debate is being aired and the time for All Things Considered 
arrives, the debate may continue on one satellite channel while ATC gees 
on, as scheduled, on another. NPR need no longer make decisions which 
might not agree with local audiences. 

Currently, four of the possible 12 satellite channels are in operations 
As more are added and filled with prograrming, it will become virtually in- 
possible for human technicians to perform the necessary switching tasks 
without error. Currently in development is a computer-controlled Main 
Origination Technical Center to be built into NPR's Washington headquarters. 
It will fiot only control audio switching and tape playbacks, but will have 
remote control, via satellite, of the other 16 uplinkst Digital data will 
be sent both ways to e RE sites by low-powered, narrowband "coordination 
channels", shown as "Fl" and "F2" in the frequency plan. Channel Fl will 
carry three pieces of information outbound from Washington on a tine- 
shering basis: 1) remote control cf uplink sites, 2) remote control de- 
modulator tuning and tape-recorder rolling at receiver sites, and 3) telo- 
printer messages and advisories for member stations. ‘These services aro 
currently delivered in cruder fashion by sending audio tones down the net- 
work lines between programs and by using a much slower teletypewriter 
system. Channel F2 will carry uplink status data from all 18 uplinies ona 
timesharing basis. Probably the most serious problem that will be avoided 
by the automated satellite system is that of "double illumination", the 
turning on of two uplink transmitters on the same frequency at the sarie 
time. (You can imagine how two FM stations would sound broadcasting 
simultaneously on the same frequency to the same city.) 

NPR has high hopes for the future of its Satellite Interconnection 


System and hopes to use it to bring a wider variety of high quality procrams 
to the public radio audience.

“after 4 years I came back, back to TY DXing ! Late September marked the end of ny long 

hiatus from the dials when...with the help of Norrie Goldman...I finished ay new 

indtallation. Since last winter I have been planning, buying components, gathering hits 
and pieces, and slowly putting togather a new setup. The fai heights tower and 7° 

dish had been sitting in sy lake Forest backyani since we here in Decenber of 1976. 

I added to the tower and developed a whole new ground-up system with all 75 ohm R6-6 cable 

(type Belden 9283). The diah with CHAU-B pre-amp and a Radic Shack V-185 ch 2-13 antes 

now are up at 530° above the ground. I missed the September taps because I was completing 

most of the interior part of the systrm--building custom racks to house my custom panels 
and wiring the various patching networks. How blended into tis internal set-up are 
complete 75 obm panels Channel Master high amd lew band traps, VHF and WMiF splitters, 

Conrac AV-82E all channel tuner and Sony CYM-1225 Color receiver/monitor. A Heathkit 

UHF detent tuner is wired in to update the AV-S2E from its inaccurate continuous tuner. 

Also tuilt-in is the “Dave Janowlak-milt" lo and high band amplifier which really helps 

of VEF. Unfortumately the 24 volt relay (to switch in and out: from the QHAU-B) failed 

aad stuck in the nonamplified position. I had to climb the tewer in chilly October winds 
to undo some of ny fine workmanship ami reverse the connections to bypass the relay. ‘But 
finally everything is done--- for phase one of course (I'd tmmde your phase 1 for ay 

phase 3, hi, ed.) There's always higger and better plans for phases 2. The system got a

“This was great. Even though the best F2 conditions occurred just weeks before I received 
my foreigh set (a Unisonic XL-990), at least I was still able to view FZ video from 
Ireland. I've made some interesting loggings in between, such as Austria ch. RA, BBCi- 
B3, ch. E2 audio, and USSR video buzz. But as of this writing (2/18), nothing's been in 
except BBC1-B1 audio/video and TF1 audio. Hope there's one last chance for m2 video in 
the next month, As for the foreigh TV, it has a coverage of 45.75-230 MHz, and can be 
converted to 625 line scanning with the flick of a switch. It will receive American TV 
I.F. at 45.75, but it comes in weak. The 1/6 F2 reception was probably the best I could 
receive on the set, but I wished that the F2 conditions could have improved in time. One 
sas note: on 1/30 WSNL-67 on Long Island was damaged in a fire which began in a ~ 
transformer, There was great damage to the studio, although the equipment was safely 
moved out.

Any profits I make will help offset ny costs (including the printing 
of color negatives in black & white for appearance in Photo News). Hopefully ay 
experience in printing poor quality negatives will be of assistance to some of you. My 
anticipated cost for a 12 exposure roll of film is about $2,00, $3.25 for a 36 roll 35 
am roll, 4 $2.75 for 20 exposures & about 12¢ for a contact print or 3$ X 5#.. 73's.""

Q: "When you have co-channel interference on TV, what exactly is it that 
causes the horizontal lines in the video?" 


A: Conventional television broadcasting uses amplitude modulation (AM) for 
the video signals. With AM, two or more signals close in frequency being 
received mix together and produce what's called a heterodyne beat. You can 
hear this beat in the form of a whistle on a simple AM table radio, but 
with video co-channel interference (CCI), you're actually see this beat 
in the form of bars on the screen. As long as the stations erfering 
with each other are using the same horizontal and vertical sync standards, 
the lines or "beat bars" (or "venetian blinds") will appear horizontally on 
your screen. When receiving foreign video signals from a country that uses 
different electronic standards, the CCI will appear to be slanted diagon- 
ally across the screen. In North America, the most common types of CCI 
resembles one of these illustrations:

TV DXers make great use of this visible interference to help identify Dx 
stations, when the video carrier offset frequency of a mown station is 
ene ar reference. WTFDA's publication Beyond Shortwave can show you how 
to do this. 


Q: "During an E-skip opening, I once had the color from a DX station's sig- 
nal coming in 'superimposed' over the video from the local station on the 
same channel. As I recall, the local station was showing a movie in black- 
and-white. How does this happen?" 


A: This phenomenon is caused by the fact that your color set was receiving 
the color video subcarrier of the DX station, while the local station was 
transmitting only a monochrome (ie: black-and-white) signal, with no color 
subcarrier. The color information of the DX signal made it into your TV's 
bandpass amplifiers (sometimes called "color IFfs"), and locked onto the top 
of the local station's black-and-white signal, mich in the same way that it 
would happen if your local had been transmitting a color picture. This has 
the weird effect of showing up as little "blobs" of color in recognizable 
floating shapes moving across the black-and-white picture. All it takes is 
the right conditions, plus the proper amount of signal strength ratio be- 
tween the two stations. With almost all programming in color these days, 
it has become something of a rarity to see it happen, because it requires 
that the local station be running a black-and-white signal. 


Q: "Can 10 kHz CCI sometimes look like 20 kHz CCI?" 


A: Yes, and some TV DXers may have trouble telling them apart in a heavy 
and "deep" type of DX opening, where there quite often will be more than 
one set of CCI on a video signal. If you're using CCI to help identify a 
station, be careful not to mistake offsets by "misreading" the CCI. 

With E-skip openings, you may notice that many Latin American stations 
run slightly off frequency--reports of 5 or even 15 kHz CCI are not un- 
common among TV DXers observing Es signals from ifexico.
